THE LIQQOE TEATriO IN MAINE, 


BY HON. NEAL DOW. 


In the Independent of the 22d .. .... 


extract from a statement made by the 
Connecticut Temperance Union relating 
to the extent of the liquor traffic in Main! 
under prohibition, and in Connecticut 
under the policy of license. 


The statement is that in Maine, with a 


population larger than that of Connecti- 
cut by 26,230 persons, there are but 991 
dealers in alcoholic liquors and 21 whole- 
sale dealers, with no brewery and no 
distillery; while in Connecticut there 
are 2,830 retail dealers and 118 wholesale 
dealers, with 14 rectifiers, while Maine 
has none,'and 87 distilleries and 22 brew- 
eries. 


But this statement is very far from 


being a full account of the actual differ 
ence between Connecticut and Maine a 
to the extent of the liquor traffic carried 
on IB each state. It is fair to assume 
that in Connecticut, these 2,830 retailers 
and 118 wholesale dealers keep open 
shops and places of business where stocks 
of liquors are openly displayed, larger or 
smaller, in quantity according to the de- 
mand of the several localities. 
There is 


no reason to suppose that there is any 
concealment about this, because in that 
state the trade is legitimate, beiogestab- 


These people pay the "Special Tax" so 


as not to encounter the penalties of the 
United States law and the terrors of tlio 
United States Court. 
They do not so 


much fear the penalties of our state law 
as it now is. They are not severe enough 
to deter these unprincipled people from 
continuing the trade; we will have them 
so by and by. 


The liquor traffic in Maine is confined 


almost entirely to our larger towns and 
cities. More than three-fourths of the 
state containing more than three-fourths 
of our people is practically free from it. 
In all our rural districts, in our smaller 
towns and villages, the traffic is unknown, 
where it was universal iq the old rum 
time. Iu all that region of country an 
entire generation has grown up practically 
ignorant of the liquor traffic and of its 
effects. 


In the old rum time there was no ham- 


let so small, no spot so remote or insig- 
nificant that the liquor traffic did not 
mid it and plant a grog shop there. The 
people were poor and the country lean 
and miserable. 
Fully three-fourths of 


the farms, such as they were, were mort- 
gaged to the country traders, all of whom 
sold rum. The houses were shabby and 
everywhere were signs of neglect and di- 
lapidation. Maine was the poorest state 
m the Union, our people spending in 
strong drink the entire value of all our 
property of every kind in every period of 
less than twenty years. Now all that is 
changed.

2. In another place, searched carefully 


above and below, no sign whatever of 
liquor was discovered; but in the cellar 
was an open well, the water in which was 
within twelve inches of the top. 
One of 


the officers passed his cane around the 
well and it encountered an obstacle. 
Putting his hand into the water, he found 
a nail a foot below the surface, to which 
were fastened five or six strings and to 
each string a bottle of whiskey. 
One 


hundred dollars and costs and six months' 
jail. 


3. In another case the place was 


searched thoroughly without any appear- 
ance of liquor , but in a cock-loft was a 
bed, which was moved away, and beneath 
it was found a small trap door, which 
concealed a jug of whiskey. One hun- 
dred dollars and costs and six months' 
jail. 


4. Another place was carefully searched 


and, at last, the officers examined the pig 
pen, benaath the floor of which was found 
a gallon jng of whiskey. 
Same fine, same 


jail. 


5. Another place was carefully searched 


for liquors, but in vain. The officers had 
satisfactory information that liquors were 
really sold by the woman of the den. 
At 


last they saw that she was abnormally 
broad in the hips. "Hand out those bot- 
tles bidden under your skirt," they said. 
She swore by the howly vargin that there 
were no bottles there. "Hand them 
out," the officer said, "or we'll search 
you. Hand them out, and be quick about 
it." 
She raised her outer skirt, and 


from each side, unhooked from the belt a 
bottle, one of rum and one of whiskey. 
One hundred dollars and costs, and six 
months' jail. 


All these cases are within my own 


knowledge, aud I might continue the list 
of others like them, enough to fill columns 
of the Independent •, but these will suffice 
to show what sort of native liquor shops 
we have in Maine, and what their stocks 
'of liquors lire, and what the extent of the 
trade is. Officers meet trains' at the 
stations and steamboats at their landings, 
to seize liquors at sight, if any should be 
ou board. Now, all these low, vile liquor 
sellers pay the United States "Special 
Tax," and figure in tbe list as equals in 
the liquor selling business, 'with the open 
rum shops of Connecticut, with large, 
regular stocks of liquors openly displayed 
to all comers and to all passers by.

He then referred t 


the commercial condition of the countr 
during the decade from 1850 to 186C 
and to the successful change of polic 
brought about by the war of the rebellion 
Judge Kelley said . "It has with trut 
been said that had the war bestowed n 
other 
blessing than the 
abolition < 


slavery, it would have been worth all tl 
life and treasure it cost, and I uflin 
that if it had but illustrated the wisdom 
of each nation securing to its own peop] 
the right to employ their time profitabl 
in supplying their own wants, by the coi 
version of the raw materials found withi 
the limits of their own country, it woul 
have been woith all the life and treasur 
it cost." 


The speaker then presented figures t 


show how the industries of the countr 
have prospered and been diversified , lio 
its wealth ha, increased and how tb 
social life of the people had improvet 
under "the coddling care of old Dam 
Protection." 
He pointed out that 


1800 "the manufacture of steel in com 
mercial competition with England wa 
an experiment of doubtful issue, no\ 
we produce one-third of the steel of th 
world, and export much ofourproduc 
in the highest forms of varied mamifac 
turo, including saws and surgical instiu 
incuts." In ] 800 the production of iro 
and steel employed but 39,000 hands ant 
and the capital invested was less thai 
$50,000,000, tuat after 20 years of pro 
tectivc duties it gave living wages t 
more than 140,000 hands and the capita 
was $230,000,300. The figures do no 
apply alone ta tho iron interest.

chemical indu'try, which, in.1880 em 
ployed more thin $85,000,000 of capital 
did not exist in 1860, whereas in 180U 
thoroughly American pleasure carriage 
could not be i lade, now, in Ohio nlonc 
more carriages ire built annually than ir 
Great Britain and Fiance combined.
